Well, | cannot say that it did us any 
barm financially, because many persons were anxious 
to see if modesty had been outraged, and, of course, 
they saw artists in proper attire for the burlesque. 

“Of late I have been frequently asked about the 
tendency of stage dress in the future. I do not think 
tights will ever become obsolete, for so long as women 
are beautiful their forms will be admired iu silken 
tights. Now and then a protest is beard against scant 
attire upou the stage, but it seems to have no special 
effect. If one wishes she can dress in a way to excite 
adverse comment, but that is not necessary, even in 
flesh-colored tights. But there are certain limits that 
caunot be transgressed. I do not believe, for instance, 
if there should bea great revival of blonde burlesque, 
that the pnblic would tolerate tights without trunks. 
That would be going too far. 

“Burlesque, in order to be really saucy and chic, must 
not be handicappec with drapery.

“Of course, exceptional circumstances and condi- 
tions make exceptional cases. but as arule, the top of 
the ladder is only reached by the girl who has bad 
awbition and courage and perseverance to beuwin 
pluckily from the lowest round—the chorus. In fact, 
my advice to every girl who seeks a career in light 
opera is; Start in the chorus! ”

There was a cruel ending of a divorce case in 
the Court of Common Pleas, Ashland, O., last week. 
Mrs. Melissa Michael sued her husband, Lewis 
Michael, for divorce on the ground of cruel treat- 
ment, declaring that be had repeatedly beaten her, 
and often said that when he was in need of exercise 
he would get a whip and use it on her. 

The parties are among the leading people of Mohic- 
au Ville, and the charges thus brought to lizht startled 
all. But the greatest surprise, and the one which is 
the talk of that little town, is that on the witness stand 
Mr, Michael, the defendant, swore that he bad 
never been married to the plaintiff, and the divorce 
proceedings were all useless, as they had never been 
legally married. This, of course throws all the child- 
ren out on the world in a most unfavorable lizht. The 
daughters are all nearly heartbroken, and words can- 
not express the feeling of the neighborhood to this 
unpatura! man, who for twenty-one yeara lived with 
this woman, she supposing all the time that they were 
legally mau and wife. There is considerable property 
involved, for which this action was brought, the de-

fendant claims it as his own, and not a family inherit- 
ance, 

Judge McCray, after two days’ research of the laws, 
decided in favor of the defendant, thus making all the 
children outcasts without a lawful father and not be- 
ing able to inherit any of the lands,

The public announcement, on Feb. 9. of the 
marriage of Fanny 8. Woolsey to Edward M. Pade]- 
ford, recallatwo interesting divorce cases which ex- 
cited the attention of polite society in this city, Balti- 
more and Washington. Mrs. Woolsey obtained a di- 
vorce from Edward J. Woolsey, a millionaire club man 
of this city, on Nov, 23,1892. ‘The divorce was ap- 
plied for last April, and dragged along until Novem- 
ber, when it was granted by default. Mr. Woolsey 
then through bis lawyers, Howe & Hummel, obtained 
an order from Justice Truax directing Mrs. Woolsey 
to show cause why the divsrce should not be set aside. 
As a result of these proceedings the case was reopened 
before a referee. and on the 16th of last month the 
original decree in favor of Mrs. Woolsey was con- 
firmed, The decree was granted on evidence that Mr. 
Woolsey had committed adultery in this city with an 
Agnes McGill, who is said to be a clerk in the Treasury 
Department at Washington. The grounds upon which 
Mr. Woolsey sought to have the decree set aside and a 
divorce granted him, was a counter charge of adul- 
tery, in which Frank K. Sturgis, President of the New 
York Stock Exchange, and Eiward M. Padelford, of 
Baltimore, were named as co-respondents. 

Mrs. Woolsey is the daughter of the late Henry A. 
Smythe, once Collector of this port. Since her separ- 
ation from her busband she has lived with ber mother 
and her two sons at her mother's residence, 337 Lcex- 
ington avenue. She was married to Woolsey in Octo- 
ber, 1870. Mr. Woolsey’s father was a wealthy sugar 
refiner, whose family home was in Astoria. One of the 
most valuable properties in the estate is the larve 
place and mansion at Lenox. Mr. Padelford is a 
wealthy Baltimorean, who belongs to the Knicker- 
bocker and several other New Yorkclubs. ‘The mar- 
riage of Mrs. Woolsey and Mr. Padelford was not a 
surprise to the intimate friends of the parties. The 
bridal couple sailed immediately after the marriage 
for Europe. 

Mr. Padelford’s first wife was Miss Florence Mc- 
Pheeters, of Baltimore. His brother married a Miss 
Bettina Ordway, daughter of Gen. Ordway of Wasb- 
ington. When she married Padelford they went to 
Enropeon their wedding journey, and in Vienna her 
name was coupled with that of Carl Streitmann, the 
tenor, who afterward appeared at the Garden Theatre 
here with Lillian Russel!. One of the stories that 
floated across the ocean from Vienna was that the 
bride was taken seriously iil at Vienna, believed she 
was about to die, made a confession tu her husband, 
and got well. Then Mr. Padelford began proceedinzs 
for divorce, paming Streitmann as co-respendent. 

After the divorce, which was granted in 1890, she

went upon the stave, taking the name of Betty Padel- 
ford. She traveled in a company in which a welil- 
known young Baltimore man named Johnson, whose 
stage name was John J. Rafael, also appeared. While 
they were playing with Monroe and Rice's “ Aunt 
Bridget” company Rafael and Monroe qnarrelied in

the Olympic Theatre in St. Louis, and Monroe cut Ri- 
fael in the neck. The quarrel was supposed to be 
about Betty Padelford. When Rafael recovered from 


_bis injuries he married Betty. It is said that she then 


received $10,000 to drop the name of Padelford. She 
thereafter appeared On the stage as Bettina Girard. 

She appeared later with Dixey’s “Seven Ayes” com- 
papy and with Conried’s “King’s Fool" company. She 
was somewbere in the middle of the continent with 
the latter company when she saw a news despatch av- 
nouncing the arrival of Streitmann in New York. She 
left the company that night and returned to New 
York, but by that time other names than bers had be- 
come associated with the tenor in this city.

FORTY4OUR-GREMATE 


The Insane Asylum at Strafford 
County, N. H., in Ruins. 


INMATES BURNED TO DEATH. 


(Scasect oF ILLUsTRaTION.| 


The insane asylum of Strafford county workhouse, 
about four miles from Dover, N. H., was entirely de- 
stroyed on the night of February 9, and forty-four of 
the inmates were burned to deatb. 

The building was a two-story wooden affair, 180 by 
35 feet, and burned like tinder, and only three of the 
inmates—Rose Sanborn, James Dailey and Frank 
Ducharme—were rescued. ° 

In making his rounds shortly after 10 o'clock Night 
Watchman Wilber Chesley discovered the fire. He at 
nce gave an alarm, and William P. Driscoll, the 
keeper,and attendants rushed through the inmates’ 
quarters, which were mainly on the second flopr. 
They burst the locks to the cells and tried to aronse 
the inmates to their serions danger. 

The fire bad gained a rapid headway and the major- 
ity of the inmates were so bewildered and confused 
that they stopped the escape of the others. The scene 
was heartrending. 

Keeper Driscoll used every possible effort to liberate 
the inmates and remained in the building until he was 
obliged to jump for bis life. He sprang from a secon:’- 
story window in order to save himself. A messencer 
was at once despatcned to Dover for assistance, and a 
steamer and part of the department was sent to the 
scene. 

Before assistance arrived the building was in ruins. 
By the efforts of the firemen the main building of the 
county institution was saved. The fire brightly illum- 
ined the country for many miles. The inmates could 
be plainly seen as they tossed about in the fire. 

The fire was first discovered in a cell occupied by a 
woman named La Fomlan. It was very small, ut 
Watchman Chesley says that it spread with a rapidity 
that was astonishing, and before he bad given the 
alarm to Keeper Driscoll, it was almost beyond con- 
trol. 

The two broke the locks of the fifty cella, and then 
one of them got his wife and two children, who lived 
in the building, out in their night clothing. 

The fire extended to the main building of thecounty 
farm, which was occupied by over 100 of the county's 
poor. Superintendent De Merritt at once organized a 
fire brigade of these people, and through their heroic 
efforts the fire was subdued. 

One of the inmates of the aeylum, a woman, jumped 
from the burning building to the yard below, but was 
unable to escape owing to the high fence. Itsurround- 
ed that section of the building and ashe shared the fute 
of thoseinside. The building was built twenty years 
ago and cost $10,000, 

The number of those who escaped has been increased 
by one, William Tombly, .of Great Falls, baving 
jumped from the burning building and walked a dis- 
tance of two miles in a ‘blinding snowstorm to the 
house of William Ham, where he obtained shelter. It 
took the Dover firemen-95 minutes to reach the 
acepe, the roads being very icy. 

The bodies of many of the victims are on the bed- 
steads where they perished. The list of the dead in- 
cludes William Chesley, of Purham; Frank Row, 
Charles Libbey, William Filles, Maggie White, Lizzie 
Ellis, Sarah McClintock, Fannie Slattery, Addie Otis, 
Mary Mountain, Mrs. Roberts, Owen Malley, Michael

The great French ball of 1893 is a thing of the past, 
and the thousands who participated in the mad revel 
are pow pursing big heads and other things that are 
associated with the elaborate entertainment of the 
Circle Francaise de |’ Harmonie. 

The night of Feb. 6 was selected for this peculiarly 
Purisian event, but it was not until the early bours of 
the following morning that the real fun began. It is 
doubtful if the great auditorium of Madison Square 
Garden ever held such a wildly hilarious mob before, 
and it 18 a question if New Yorkers ever before looked 
upon such a scene. 

Between 11 and 12 o'clock the entrance hall was 
crowded with men of every age, in thick rows, with a 
passage between, to watch the arrivals. Most conspicu 
ous of ali were the box holders. These came in parties 
that looked like families, except that in nearly every 
caseall were women. Led by a portly dame, the rear 
of each party was brought up by a trim negress in 
white cap and apron, loaded with fans, wraps and 
overshoes, The men who afterward flocked to the 
boxes into which these family parties were shown, re- 
served this recoynjtion until a time in the evening 
when champagne had deadened the sense of publicity, 
and then broker, lawyer, politician and bookmaker 
got clinking glassesin a promiscuous friendliness that 
the occasion was the only and sufficient apoloyy for. 
Their mutual friends, frail but genial, brought men 
into association whose ordinary walksin life were as 
wide apart as the poles. 

The Vaudevilir Club of Ollie Teal had a big box. 
But the members o! the society evidently thought that 
even risque music hall items on Sunday evenings had 
not educated their female wembers up to the pitch of 
this night’s function. . 

Bo the delegates satand smoked and drank in mas- 
culine exclusiveness, until the huge hat of Fougere 
was seen in the distance bobbing above the crowd, 
They then rose and cheered and even stood up n 
chairs, and spilled champagne down each other's 
necks in their enthusiasm. 

Fouuere made her appearance on the crowded floor 
just at the moment when the air which bas made Lot- 
tie Collins famous was played for the first time. 
Whether it was the sight of that Parisian hat or the air 
itaelf, the dancers broke loose, and allthe mysteries 
of hose and lace were displuyed in every direction. 

Crush hats were held bead high and kicked with sharp 
taps by dainty toes and toes that were not dainty. 
Other women left their partuers, and with their gowns

held knee high, and higher, gave examples of every 
variation of the skirt dance, ‘The music stopped, and 
then there wasa wild scramble to recover lost part- 
ners again. 

‘some were found, but some were not. In one part 
of the hall a fiery, black-haired girl disruted the pos- 
session of a smooth-faced boy with a fair-haired 
giantess. The giantess won and whirled him off in 
triumph to the strains of a waltz which had just be- 
gun. Thespectators had gathered to see bloodshed, 
but scattered disappointed. 

As Fougere moved up the room her huge hat nodded 
like a standard above the heads of the army of meu 
who flocked around her. She looked more the incar- 
nation of the boulevard than ever. A ring was formed 
and she had just begun to kick with all her might 
when ap officer pushed his way through the throng 
and atopped the exhibition. Nobody knew why. The 
davcer shot ber shoulders up to ber ears in protest, 
laughed, kissed her bands to the crowd and tripped 
away toa box. 

The aim and object of most balls is dancing. This 
is only partially true of the French ball. 

Home people, to be sure, vo to dance, but the drink- 
ing, revelling, aud opportunities for licensed de- 





was by no means general. 

The vast crowds that attended the ball filled the floor 
up and the waltzes and polkas brought out a goodly 
number. But the square daucing furnished the ouly 
Opportunity for the high kicking, and high kicking is

what attracts the sightseers. It is safe to say that of 
the thousands who crushed into Madison Square Gar- 
den at least one-half went there to see the kicking. 
Whenever a square dance was formed a crowd of 
mev three and four deep fought with each other fora 
sight of the performers until collars came loose and 
coats were torn. The whole floor of the Garden was 
covered with these rings. Inside was often only one 
intoxicated young girl urged on by the yells and cries 
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of the men to kick higher and higher, until she at last 
would fall exhausted upon the floor, and the crowd 
would rush away to the next dancer. This kept up all 
the night. ° , ; 

It was only necessary fora hat to be held aloft and 
the kicker appeared. Then the crowd collected and the 
game was played again. 

There was rarely any interference with these exhi- 
bitions, and it was never on the part of the police. 

There was no reason to suppose that any of the 
masks were worn for the sake of disguise, except in 
the case of a few young girls and some old men. A 
closely veiled girl on the arm of a man of about sixty, 
the back of whose head looked like a billiard ball, 
moved about a mystery the whole evening. Even 
when champagne had got in its fine work, to the extent 
of making them very uncertain as to locomotion, the 
pair kept themselves strictly incog. There were con- 
flicting rumors as to the identity of both, which were 
never settled. 

Old men were everywhere. Grandfathers danced 
with and lolled on the necks of girls young enough to 
be their grandchildren. As to the genial youth of the 
ball, they seemed to prefer women of maturer and 
more settled charms. 

The Garden was divided on the Fourth avenue side 


front of this curtain was a row of temporary boxes, 
with a raised promenade between them and the cur- 
tain. In front of the boxes was the dancing space. 
Behind the curtain was the chief wine room. 

In this room occurred those scenes which are con- 
fined to the two or thre* biz public balls given at this 
time of the year. Thousauds of bottles of champaune 
were consumed in that room in the morning, and ouly 
the closing of the ball prevented the umption of 
as many more. Here occurred most of the squabbles 
and fights of the evening. Empty bottles rolled along 
the floor as they were kicked by the passers-by, and 
your foot crunched upon broken wine glasses at every 
step. At the end of the ball broken chairs and upset 
tables completed the acene of confusion. 

The firstand only blood of the evening was also 
drawn inthis room. At least two young men thought 
when they awoke the next morning that even a French 
ball is not an unalloyed dream of bliss. One of them 
held a glass of champagne high above his head and 
told one of the ladies of the partyto kick it. She 
atepped back, raised her skirts. ganged the height of 
the glass, and a shapely leg shot upward. 

So did the winevlass, and when it fell it was upon 
the lap of another woman, who was wakiny herself 
agreeable at another table.

AMBUSHED BY INDIANS. 
(SoBJECcT OF ILLUSTRATION.] 

Advices from Pine Ridge Agency, 8. D.. indicate that 
serious trouble is imivent there. The other night the 
band of old Chief Two Strike killed five white men, 
and now defy the police and military authorities to 
arrest them. The killing took place at Humphrey's 
ranch, near the mouth of White Clay Creek. Hum- 
phrey’s ranch is about twenty miles northwest of 
Pine Kidge Agency and fifteen miles west of Wounded 
Kuoe battle ground of two years ago. 

Two Strike’s band }.a3 beld together and has been 
vindictive of late, but the outbreak is a surprise. The 
band, numbering about 100 of the worst Indians, had 
committed some depredations and left Rosebud for 
Pine Ridge pursued by a band of cowboys. They 
overtook the Indians at White Clay Creek and 
were probably ambushed, as the whites alone 
suffered any fatalities. Had it been an open fight 
the cowboys, with their Winchesters and good 
mounts, would have been more than a match for the 
Indians with their miscellaneous assortment of arms 
and half starved broncos. General Brooke believes 
an outbreak can be promptly crushed. 

Captain Brown, acting agent, inatructed the Indian 
police that he sent out that they must bring the mur- 
derers totheagency. First Serzeant Joe Bush, who 
who was in command, tells the story: 

“The men were camped down near No Waters 
Camp, the police were out on the flat. When the police 
came upon them they fired once at us andall of us 
began to fireon them. We gotan Indian going up the 
hill, and we killed him there. There was another man 
close by the house and we finished him. Serz ant 
Sitting Bear killed one, Policeman Red Owl killed ove 
and Sergeant Blunt Horn killed one. [ took five of 
Young Man Afraid’s young fellows, and they helped 
us a great deal.”

Jennie aicNichol, a vivacious sixteen-year-old girl. 
left Eastport, Me., twenty-five years ago to visit a mar- 
ried sister at Goldenville, Guysborough county. She 
was well connected, ove of her brothers being a 
lawyer iv Calais, Me., and anothcr a lawyer in East- 
port.

Goldenville, and there were many eligible suitors for 
the hand of the handsome Yankee girl. She chose 
Alexander D. Cameron, a prosperous merchant and 
gold miuer, twice as old as she.

Sub- 
sequently be met reverses in business, but Mrs. Cam- 
orouꝰs nest-exyg constantly increased until to-day she 
has $15,000 in her own right. 

They went to Bridgetown fifteen years ago, started 
business aud did well, but all the property was in the 
wife’s name, and the busband was completely subser- 
vient to ber imperious will. He wasa prominent Free 
Mason, an active politician, and became very popular; 
but bis and his wife’s social circle was limited, and 
Mrs. Caweron had few friends.

Tbree weeks ago, on the strength of an old prescrip- 
tiou from an alleged doctor at Eastport, the wifeob- 
tained some laudanum and morphive from a local 
druggist. A few days later, on the pretext of having 
broken the bottle, she obtained thirty grains of wor- 
pbine from the same druggist. After two days more 
had elapsed she started to visit her busband on the 
scasbore, On the way out she remarked tothe driver 
that she had dreamed that her busband wouldn't live 
until Feb. 1, but she found him in fairly good health. 

She remained there a week. On the morning of Jan. 
26 they quarreied and the husband left the house. 
He was brought back and she gave hima cupof tea. 
She says his hands were so feeble that he could not

hold the cup, and she held it while he drank. Shortly 
after drinking it Cameron fell intoa comatose eondi- 
tion, lasting thirty-five hours, and then died. A few 
hours before death Farnsworth, the fisherman, saia to 
Mrs. Cameron : 

“If it badn’t been for the stuff you bave in the eatch- 
el, this trouble would never bave occurred.” 

Farnsworth also says that the cause of the row in 
the mornivg was over a remark he had made to 
Cameron, warning him not to eat or drink anything 
given bim by Mrs. Cameron, as he was afraid she 
meant to poison him. . 

Mrs, Cameron arranyved to forwar.l the body to Pic- 
tou County, at the other end of the province, for in- 
terment, but the Masonic lodge investizated the ru- 
mors of foul play, intercepted the coffin at the railway 
station aud had an inquest and a post-mortem, tho 
Pesult of which was to show that the deceased died of 
morphine poisoning. Thereupon Mrs. Cameron was 
arrested. 

Mrs. Cameron is a handsome woman in middle life. 
While she stoutly protests her innocence, she admits 
that a chain of circumstantial evidence has been 
wound around her which places her in a most deplor- 
able position. Popular opinion is uuanimously agaivst 
her,

SHE WAS DR. FARLIN’S WIFE 


The Brooklyn Manager Wants 
His Marriage Annulled. 





FARLIN’S HAZY RECOLLECTIONS

The suit recently instituted by Col. William E. Sinn, 
manager of the Park Theatre, Brooklyn, to annul bis 
marriage with Cora Tanner, the popular actress, has 
caused a great deal of talk in theatrical circles. The 
case was called last week before Judge Clement in 
Brooklyn. 

Col. Sinn alleges in his complaint that Cora-was mar- 
ried to C. Frederick Farlin iu Wayland, Micb., on Sept. 
20, 1878, and that on Feb. 24, 18838, she obtained 
what purported to bea divorce from him in Chicago. 
Col. Sinn further alleges that he married Cora Tanver 
in Cleveland, O., Feb. 14, 1885, and that he knew noth- 
ing about ber prior marriage until June 9, 1892, since 
which time he has not lived with her. He ciaims that 
his wife's Chicago divorce is null And void, but in her 
answer she asserts that it is perfectly straight and 
legal, 

William G. Grover of Bloomfield, N. J., testified that 
he was a cousin of Col. Sinn, and was present at Cleve- 
land when the marriage with Cora Tanner took place. 
The ceremony was performed by a minister, anda 
number of the members of Col. Sinn's company, 
which was then traveling in Ohio, and in which Cora 
was playing, were present. To the best of Grover’s 
recollection that was six years ago, and he knew the 
Sinns bad lived together since as man and wife. a 

C. Fred Farlin was then called, and the call was re- 
sponded to by a dark complexioned man, with biack 
curly hair and mustache streaked with gray, who 
wore a black broadcloth Prince Albert coat, with 
trcusers to match. He was massive in form, had his 
right hand swathed in bandages and moved with some 
difficulty, as though suffering from lameness. 

He said that be was a doctor and lived in Rochester. 
He married Cora Tanner in Michigan, as charged in 
the complaint, in 1878. He was then twenty-nine 
years old aud Cora was nineteen. That would make 
him forty-four and Cora thirty-three. 

“How long did you live together as man and wife?” 
inquired Mr. Hill. 

“A little less than a week,” replied Dr. Farlin. 

The marriage certificate was shown Dr. Farlin, and 
identified by him. He said he was never in Illinois in 
his life, and that the papers iu the alleged divorce case 
were never served on hiw,tor did heappear or au- 
thorize any body to appear for lim in the divorce suit. 
At that time he lived in Toledo,und he had lived in 
New York State the last thirteen or fourteen years. 
The first he heard of the divorce of his wife was when 
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MARRIED BY A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, 


a friend sent bim a clipping from a Chicago paper an- 
nouncing the divorce. Then Colonel Ingersoll cross- 
«xamined as follows: 


Q After your wife left you, did you ever write to her and ask 
her for money? A. I might have done so. 

Q As u fact, did you not ask her for money tocome to New 
York? A. I might. 

Q Atany rate youcame? A. Yes. 

Q And she gave you the money to go back? A. Yes. 

Q When was that? A. A few weeks after the marriage. 

Q Did you ever write to her again? A. I presume so. 

Q Did you not write and tell her you would not live with her 
again? A. 1 cannot say. — 

Q. Did rou ever contribute anything to her support? A. No, 
sir; I did not. 


Further questions brougbt out the fact that Dr. 
Farlin wrote no more letters to Cora until 1887, when 
he got a pretty sharp auswer from Col. Sinn, sugzest- 
ing that she was now his wife and that any further 
correspondence with her would better be through 
him. Healso admitted that he did not intend to go 
back to bis wife when he left her unless she would 
abandon the stage, and that he wrote to ber and told 
ber so. ‘Then Col. Ingersoll took Dr. Farlin on another 
tack. 

“Did you ever contract a marriage with any other 
woman ?” he asked. 

Dr. Farlin hesitated, Mr. Hill objected and the wit- 
pess said he did not suppose he was oblived to answer 
aus question that would tend to degrade him. He 
finally admitted that he was married before he mar- 
ried Cora Tanner. 

Q When wasi? A. Ido net remember the date 

Q What was the girl's name? A. Mattie E. Orem. 





Where were you married to her? A. At Jackson, Mich. 

Do you know where she died? A. I do not. 

Was she dead in 1878? A. 1 do not know. 

Have you seen her since? A. No. 

Who married sou? A. A Justice of the Peace. 

How long did you live with her? A. I don’t know exactly. 
About four months. 

Q Did you ever get a divorce trom her? A No. 

Q Didshe get one from sou? A. I euppose she did. Papers 
were served on me in a divorce suit and I suppose she got a di- 
voree, 

Q What court were they from? A. Minneapolis, Minn. 

Q What were you doing when you married Miss Orem? A. I 
was lecturing on free thought. 

Q. On what particular subject? A. Spiritualism. 
for a society. ‘ 

Q Who was at the head of that seciety? A. Philo Curtis. 

Q How old were you then? A. I could not have been more 
than nineteen. 


Col. Ingersoli spent nearly an hour trying to find 
out when it was Dr. Farlin married Miss Orem, but 
could not accomplish his object, and finally gave it 
up in despair. Dr. Farlin was almost sure he was not 
twenty-one years old, and he was sure he was never 
married before. He was also sure that he never mar- 
ried a girl named Viola C. Wood. He was not sure that

he knew her. A lawyer nawed Grece told him if he 
had not beard frou his first wifeiu five years Re could 
marry, and that was the way he came to marry Oora 
Tanner, He heard in 1876 that his first wife was 
dead. 

Iu the course of his testimony Dr. Farlin identified 
a photograph of Cora Tanner, taken some years ago, 
as the girl he married. She looked the same as now, 
only younger, She was dressed in white, with a big 
white hat and white feathers. 

The trial was adjourned without date, to be called 
by either side on two days’ notice. This was to ena- 
ble coungel to gct the records of Dr. Farlin’s Minne- 
apolis divorce.

Griffin and Billy Murphy. 
THE AUSTRALIAN IS WHIPPED,

The glove fight for the 12%-pound championship of America 
between Billy Marphy, of New Zealand, and Johnny Griffin, of 

Braintree, Mass., for a purse of $4,000, with $3.600 to the winner, 
was decided in the Coney Island Athletic Club on Feb. 6 Owing 
to the national reputation of Murphy, who held the ‘Police 
Gazette” feather-weight championship belt, and the rapid 
strides Griffin has been making in puailiem, the event attracted 
sporting men from all parte of the Unised States and Canada. 
Speculation wa brisk, Griffin being made the favorite at $100 to 
$70, although Murphy had defeated him the first time they 
met. 

Murphy. who |e tall and spare, is a very awkward man in the 
ring, but like most awkward men, heils @ dangerous one, ax 
Griffin found to his cost more than once. His style of fighting 
poszied Griffin, and it was an eye-opener for the crowd, his tac- 
tics at 4li times being most foul Murphy's methods defeated 
Griffin four years ago. Griffiu almost had his man out, and be- 
coming confident got kuocked out by one of Murphy's unex- 
pected rallies. 

The men weighed in at 8 o'clock In the afternoon, Murphy 
scaling 190% pounds, while Griffin was but half a pound heavier. 
Murphy, who is as gallus as they make them, then went to a 
restanrant and ate haifa dozen lamb chops, remarking at the 
conclusion of the meal that he was guing to make a good fight 
**and don’t yer forget it.” 

Murphy entered the ring dressed in the old regulation fighting 
cvstume, while Griffin wore a pair of running trunks. Murphy's 
seconds were Martin Murphy, of San Francisce; Howle Hudg- 
kins. of Boston; Charlie Horan, of New York; Alf Murphy, of 
Aitoona, and Dolly Lyons. The timer was E H. Garrison, the 
{ ckey Griffin’s seconds were Jimmy Carroll, of Boston; Bill 
Crowlys, of Hartford; Jack Maee, of Boston, and John Ruddi- 
han, of Braintree. His timer was John McGrath, of Spring- 
field. 

Griffin occupied the southwest and Murphy the northeast 
corner, 

KounD 1—Murphy's awkward attitude and position cause) 
much comment. He wasted no time, and smiled at Griffin with 
an alr of confidence as if he intended to annihilate him in a 
round Murphy led in an awkward way with his left but Griffin, 
who had been thoroughly schooled by Jimmy Carroll, his trainer, 
avoided the biow. Muhphy, on bis next effort, landed his leit 
on Griffin's fave and the latter countered clevorly on the neck. 
Griffin then got home on the nose. Murphy was setting 
the pace at a hurricane rate, and soon had Griffin bleeding 
from the nose. The reach of Murphy told for a tew moments 
end then Griffin got to close quarters, and sent in several stiff 
right-handers : nthejaw. The gong suunded and the boxers 
retired to their corners. 

ROUND 2—Griffin rushed Murphy to the ropes and hit him. 
Then he hit him again while hanging to the ropes. There were 
cries of foul, but the referee made them fight. The work be- 
came of the hurricane order. Griffin ewung his right on Mur- 
phy's jaw and all bat knoeked him out, Tne howls were deafen- 
ing. Then came some very wild fighting, with honors even. 
Griffin was more than evér a favorite, In arush Griffin missed 
bis man and feli through the ropes, where he remained ten 
seconds, while Murphy eat down on the ropos and rested. Both 
men were very awk ward. 

Rounp 8—Both quickly came up and began hostilities. Mur- 
phy sent his right onto the shoulder and then, alter mutual ex- 
changes, there was a ciiuch and a break away. Griffin's left eye 
and nose were cut. The cunning of Murphy saved a knockout 
in this round, when he eécaped a vicious upper cut. It was hot 
work and plenty of it, both going in hammer and tongs. 

RounpD 4—It was as yet anybody's Oght although Griffin ap- 
peared to stand the best chance as long as he avoided Mur- 
phy’s wild swinging blows upon which the Australian expected 
to win. Griffilu was the first t0 lead, landing heavily on Mur- 
phy’s body with his lett. The Braintree lad tried again several 
times to land his Ieft. but flied. During a sharp exchange ef 
biows Murphy landed bie right lightly on the Jaw. Griffin count- 
ered heavily om the nose with his left, drawing blood from that 
member. Both looked badly used up when they returned to 
their corners. 

RounD 6—The fighting was desperate, and Griffin's coolness 
and his splendid condition made him mose than a match for the 
New Zealand champion. Towards the close of the round Griffin 
received several turribie blows on top of the head while he pun- 
ishéd Murphy terribly about the body. 

ROUND 6-Griffin jJabbed Murphy in the face, but Murphy 
clung to him like a leech, and there was scarcely an idie mo- 
ment. Grifflu lost «a number of opportunities to put his man out, 
but he finally got bis man going and rained blow after biow on 
the Antipodean’s neck and face until his face and chest were 
dyed a ruddy crimsen. Murphy would walt his opportunity, 
and while standing with the left arm outstretched to keep his 
adversary at bay would suddently deliver a swing full of power, 
often landing and causing the Griffin crowd much uneasiness. 
Finally, in his desperation, he made one herculean swing at his 
man, clasped the American about the neck, and fell with him 
headlong. The pair were groveling In their own bieod and the 
gony rang. 

RouND 1—Murphy was a sight as he came up to cun- 
tinue the battle, The blood poured from his broken nose and 
torn mouth until his appearance was repulsive even to old- 
timers used to scenes of carnage In the prise ring. Griffin..was 
not Moodless by any means, but had much more strength than 
the New Zealander, and he brought every effort to bear to secure 
a knockout blow. He caught Murphy fairly over the heart with 
« wicked right-hand biow, an.) Murphy, while he did not even 
etagcer, 80 quick was the effect of the biow, fell as though 
stricken with lightning, landing upon his face upon the brown 
canvas of which the fluor of the ring is constructed. 

Blowly he turned as Referee Eckhardt began counting the 
seconds that would decide the contest, and when the gong was 
sounded, his sorry face glistened ghastiy beneath the biue rays 
Of the electric light. With eyes staring vacantiy and limbs as 
rigid asin dewth, the Antipodean gave no further signs of life 
and the battle was over. 

His seconds had to carry him to his corner, and it was some 
time before he revived sufficiently to understand the meaning 
of the cheers which greeted the victor. Then he was the picture 
of absolute dejection. He was assisted to his dressing room, 
and then it was learned that his right hand had been broken 
while delivering one of his swings in the third rouud. A doctor 
examined the Injured member and pronoanced it a bad break. 

The deteated man's nose is also broken, and while never 
handsome, he will be less of « beauty than ever. Murphy tried 
to whip his man in a hurry, as he knew that his only chance 
lay in pursuing such a course. 

Griffin went to Murphy's dressing room after the fight and 
expressed his sympathies, stating that he was sorry Billy was so 
Deadly cut up, but at the same time he said it was the 
moment of his life when the referee counted him (Murphy) 
out. 

Billy, who was lying on «@ cot having bis injured hand and 
ndbe attended to, replied: “Johnny, I was very confident of de- 
eating you. and I took great chances. I did not look for defeat, 
Det lam glad that it was no other person than yourself that 
whipped me. You are a good boy, a hard puncher, and I think 
you can liek any of them. I have been fighting a long time, 
aud my time has come when I must give way to young lads. 
Johnny. I haven't a cent except what I will get out of this Aight, 
end if | wet « benefit I want you to wind up with me. I havea 
wWifo to take care of and I owe some money which I want to 
psy.” . 

Gri@in replied: “Billy. you can depend upon me to help you 
allican. Yor are a good man yet, and can lick a whule lot of 
feather-weighis.” 
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Murphy spuke very highly of the treatment received at the 
hands of the club officials. Judge Sutherland gave him $600, 
though Billy's end of the purse ought to have been only $400, as 
the club advanced him §200 fur expenses. 

Prior to the Griffin and Murphy Oght was a battie between 
Kid Hogan and Dolly Lyons. Tne former weighed 115 pounds 
and the latter 1i4 They were to battle for a purse of $1,000 of 
which $800 went to the winner. 

It was evident in the Aret round that each man feared the 
other and nothing was done, Dut in the second, after a light ex- 
change, vicious fighting followed until the close of the round, 
Lyons knocking Hogan down with s straight right-hander on 
the neck Just before the gong sounded. 

Matters continued about even until the fifth round, when 
Hogan got in several heavy blows, but not without return. In 
the sixth Hogan's stock was also in the ascendancy, Lyons's re- 
turns being wiid. 

In the niluth Lyons showed great cleverness In ducking. and 
in the tenth he crowded Hogan to the ropes, staggering the 
Brooklyn south. In the twelfth Hogan grew stronger, and 
smashed Lyons twice in the stomach, getting in return a 
scorcher on the ribs. Not «blow was struck in the Afteenth, 
but in the next the “kid” forced matters and landed twice on 
tho ribs and face. In the twentieth two sharp exchanges fol- 
lowed @ short rally, both men sparring until time was called. 
The referee awarded tie fight to Lyons, but the decision was 
not popular with the masses, although the Bowery boys were 
weil satisfied. 

Martin Murpby of San Francisco and Howle Hodgkins of Bos- 
ton, Mass., seconded Lyons, with Mike Casey and Morris Rose, 
bottie holders.

Dixon has decided to fight Sol, 
Smith, of Los Angeles, tor $2,600 « side and the largest purse, 
so Griffin will have to wait until Dixon has defeated Smith dbe- 
fore he will be able to ratify a match with the colored phenome- 
non, 

Thomas O'Rourke, Dixon’s manager and backer, says: 

“I shall pay no attention to Griffin's offer, as Dixon 
is now practically matched to fight ‘Sully’ Smith, of 
Los Angeles, who recently knocked out ‘Johnny’ Van Heest. i 
received a despatch to-day from Smith's backer stating that he 
will forward the stake money immediately to ‘Jers’ Maloney, 
Pho will act fur him in the transaction.

NEW ORLEANS’ COMING FIGHTS. 





Charley Mitchell, the British boxing cham- 
pion will be here this week.

He will doa 
lot toward winning the affections of the sporting people through- 
vut the world by a show of alacrity in dealing with the Briton. 
Quibbling over detalles to secure a delay will not be tolerated. 
The American champion may learn, with regret, that he is fast 
“losing his grip” upon tho sporting contingent, and prompt 
dealing with Mitchell will do mach to re-establish himself in the 
affections of those who may be of service to him.

The first two weeks in March will be famous in

THE CRESCENT CLUB’S GREAT ARENA. 


The interior of the Crescent Club, New Orleans, in which Jim 
Ball and Bob Fitzsimmons will fight, is the largest in the world. 
The arena of the new club, which is situated at the corner of 
Carroliton avenue and Canal street, within ten minutes’ ride of 
Ciay Statue, was thrown open for the first time to the public 
when the Bowen-Fielden contest took place, and the verdict of 
the throng which was present verifiod Mr. Noel's prediction. 

While the arena was not completed in the strict sense of the 
word, enough work had been accomplished on it to convey an 
idea of what it will be when the carpenters and other workmen 
finish, The structure is nearly as large again as the famous 
amphitheatre of the Olympic Club, and is so arranged that every 
part of a contest can be seen from any point of the inclosure. 
The building is octagonal in shape and covers a large space of 
ground. It is 200 fect from side to side. The fact that the 
building is of octagonal shape is in itself a decided innovatiun 
in the construction of edifices of this kind. 

The general-admission portion of the amphitheatre will seat 
9,000 people. There are 1.750 chairs for holders of reserved sext 
tickets, and fifty-one boxes seating half a dozen spectators 
each. 

This completes the seating capacity of the arena. There is, 
however, ample room in the broad aisles for several hundred 
spectators who will put up with “standing room only” to get a 
view of the contests. 

The new club hes aimed at novelties of a character caiculated 
to add to the comfort of the spectators. One of the most ac- 
ceptable innovations to the general pubiic is the disposition of 
the seconds for the fighters. It has heen all along contended 
that during the progress ef glove contests the presence of sec- 
onds just outside the fighting ring has interfered in a measure 
with the view of the spectators. Though these men always 
manifested a disposition to ‘duck their heads" and draw them- 
selves into the smaliest possitie space, it has nevertheless heen 
an scknowledged fact their presence has interfered with some 
of the spectators’ view of the ring, especially when the men 
were on the ground. To remedy this the club has had two large 
boxes built jnst ontside of the ring, in the corners, to be used 
by the contestants and their handlers. These boxes aresnnk 
below the level of the ring’s surface, and will allow the seconds 
te watch the progress of the contest aud yet uot interfere with 
any oue’s view, 








The Gret Gght proved tnat a resinous coating on & canvas- 
covered floor will not do. Tho resin interferes with the breath- 
ing of the Gghters and flies up in their eyes to such an extent 
as to impair their powers considerably. 

The canvas covering to the felt flooring in itself is an excel- 
lent idea, and the club, seeing the failure of the resin, bas de- 
termined to substitute a coat of paint instead.

A VETERAN TURFMAN’S VIEWS. 


One of the best known sporting men in the United States. 
and especially in the turf world, is the veteran Jack Chinn, of 
Harrodsburg, Ky. A couple of months ago he was engaced as 
starter at Garfield Park, Chicago. A bitter warfare was being 
waged against the proprietors. one of whom was the noted 
horseman, Ed Corrigan. A difference finally arose between the 
starter and the secretary. A day or two afterwards Chinn was 
shot in the secretary's office by a captain of police. The bullet 
entered the mouth and lodged near the base of the brain. Fur 
weeks the wounded man lay at the point of of death. But a re- 
markably robust constitution finally pulled him through. aod 
the other night Mr. Chinn arrived in Chattanooga, en ruute 
South, and was interviewed by the Police GaZzEeTTK currespou- 
dent. 

The veteran turfman doesn’t look a day over fifty. He is con- 
siderably above the average height, with a full, round face, 
wavy biack hair, black mustache and goatec and large gray 
eyes. He was accompanied by one of his sons, another of whom 
is officiating as starter at Chicago. 

“I am on my way to Augusta,” said Mr Obinn, ‘to witness a 
race between one of my fox hounds and one owned there by 
an Englishman. The dogs are matched for $600 a side. Will 
I win? Well, I'm willing to bet more money on my dog than 
any horse Lever saw. I'd rather beton a dog race any time. 
You can’t ‘pull’ them and they're never ridden ‘under orders.’ 
But horse racing is certainly the great American sport. When 
I started in the business the added money offered by the various 
associations amounted to $270,000; to day the total is $6,000.000 
There is greater interest in the sport to-day than ever, and 
1893 will be the greatest in the history of theturf. Thef: ous 
English sire Ormonde was purchased in Australia rece: y fur 
$140,coo0. Tis purchaser, Mr. McDonough, is an American, and 
only ⁊s years old. But it was a mere song, and it won't bea 
year before he gets his money back. 

“The turf world in the United States has been revolutionised 
by winter racing. It was ridiculed im the north at first; now it’s 
immensely popular. Americans are great gambiers and they 
attend races when the thermometer is 10 degrees below sero, as 
it is now in Chicago, in order to get action for their money.”

TRACEY DEFEATS GALLAGHER.

Along 
abeut the middle of the fight Tracey’s nose was pulpy and 
bleeding from repeated left Jabs, and Gallagher's frontispiece 
wasin a similar condition. Tracey's ribs near the heart were 
brulsed-looking, while Gallagher had a big ruddy patch over his 
stomach. 

In the 19th round there was a mutual right hand body punch, 
which made each of them grunt, and the one Gallagher got was 
the harder of the two, and he fought shy for a moment. Tracey 
followed him to his corner, and drove his right into the stomach 
again, and Gallagher’s eyes widened, and then, as swiftly as a 
flash Tracey crowded him on a chair and Gallagher fell. Ue 
arose, but there was defeat in his eyes, and the best he could do 
was to hold on and try to collect his scattered wits. 

Tracey pushed him around until he could disengage himself 
and dropped him again with a battery of left hooks on the chin 
and throat. 

Tt was all over. and Gallagher, who is a clever and game man. 
met his second defeat at the bands of the Australian.
